Some Concerns and Observations at a Show in 
3 Pittsburgh 

Something I saw at a Pittsburgh show back in Nov. '97 that 
really got me was the lack of involvement in the Food Not 
Bombs organization. They were set up in a row with the 
distro's, but no one seemed to pay attention. They were 
blatantly skipped by a number of kids just to check out all the 
punk merchandise. I thought it was kind of sad to see that 
some new 7" or patch was more important than information 
for the positivity in the scene and minds. In a lot of ways I 
think that's the way it is. It seems to me, the ones who seem 
to come and go within this music/lifestyle group never grasp 
or even care about the issues that effect them and the living 
beings around them, because I think if they got the love and 
appreciation that most feel they'd want to stick around. The 
image seems to control them on the whole, (check out this 
simile) It's like punk is an apple: image is the skin and the 
issues and involvement is the core (cheesy huh? but it's true) 
People would disagree with this. Yes, I have a little higher 
respect for a total "average joe" at a show than I do when I 
see some mohican with spikes&studs or some madpunk with 
a head full of dreads. It's true that I find it more pleasing to 
the eye, but I feel the average kid is more likely to feel 
insecure when he's up against these crazy folk, which I think 
makes him twice as bold. He's going against the punk rock 
norm and he still put his 2 cents in and he cares about the 
environment and boycotting corporations. All this emphasis 
placed on looks, punks try to say it doesn't matter. Looks 
don 't matter, but sometimes I see that "holier than thou" 
attitude and it really disgusts me! Aren't we all in this 
together? Can't you find something better to do than charge 
your hair for 3 hrs!?! (I won't name names) I say read a 
book/write a letter, please don't base it all on looks. That's 
just another way to divide us, another form of prejudice that 
we certainly don't need. Invest your time into doing 
something good for all of us. 

It really frustrates me and at the same time I almost seem 
hypocritical because I'm not the "averagest of joe's" when it 
comes to looks, but I don't base all my efforts on looking 
"punk rock" or "crusty" or whatever the terms are. Granted, 
looking this way is how I feel most comfortable but I'm not 
concentrating on it. I think knowing what you love and what 
beliefs you stand by and having that passion in your gut is 
what's most important. The skin of the apple is only a 
reflection from the inside that some like to bring outward. It's 
all about being comfortable and not making others feel inse- 
cure because they're "not on your level". That's lame, macho 
crap that discourages the ones who are itching to find out 
about the music, etc. I'm sure you weren't the p. rock ency- 
clopedia when you first started out either. So. put your arm 
around those guys, make 'em a tape, show them the ways of 
this lifestyle in a positive way. We need more of that! And 
support Food Not Bombs ! ! !
